After the Mass the remains were borne 
from the charch by former comrades of the 
dead officers, while along the streets were 
drawn up a body of two hundred uniformed 
members of the Garda Siochana and a similar 
number of members of the detective force. 
The remains of Detective Sergeant McKeown 
were placed in a motor hearse, and those of 
Detective Officer Hyland in a horse-drawn 
hearse, Both coffins were covered by the Tri- 
colour, and on them numbers of wreaths were 
laid. The cortége was headed by the band 
of the Garda Siochana, under Sergeant 
McGrath. 

Behind the coffins walked relatives as well 
as members of the Government, of the 
Oireachtas, high officers of the Army and of 
the police. 

At Binn’s Bridge, Drumcondra, the motor 
hearse containing the remains of Detective 
Sergeant McKeown left the cortége. and 
ineaked for his native place, Keady, County 
Armagh, where interment took place, Many 
sympathisers, including officers of the Garda, 
accompanied the remains by motor car, The 
remains of Detective Officer Hyland were 
then borne to Glasnevin, where they were 
interred in a grave adjoining the Republican 


plot.

Seating accommodation was there 
for many hundreds, and crowded standing 
room for hundreds more. For most of 
an hour, in the unmistakable accent of 
Ulster, came the story of agriculture’s 
sufferings at the hands of town-domina‘ed 
governments ; of willing and competent expert 
officials—but of the farmer’s inability, for lack 
of local organisation and finance, to profit 
from their ministrations. ‘ 

But the lake and its wooded shores and 
islands—glimpsed through the open sides 2 
the marquee—made its irresistible call. There 
it lay, basking in the afternoon’s sunshine, 
some four miles long and bigger than Phenix 
Park. What, we ruminated, has Virginia 
done to tell the world of such an asset? Why 
has not the Irish Tourist Association told us 
more about the sylvan delights of lakesides 
that lie along the main ‘bus route but fifty 
miles from Dublin’s bricks and mortar? Why 
had we to wait a summons to Virginia from 
Tipperary ? 


TIPPERARY TO VIRGINIA 


Because, as we were to learn later, the 
teachings of another New Tipperary had 
found their echo in Old Virginia. Cavan had 
seized on the idea of voluntary organisation to 
give new life to its farmers and unemployed 
labourers. An organisation, if one may judge 
from the efficiency of the Rural Week's 
arrangements, that may well inspire many 
other communities to go and do likewise!

PARISH ADMINISTRATION

ing Muintir na Tire’s parish councils. '' recog- 
nition as bodies to exercise advisory and cer- 
tain administrative powers,” while preserving 
ga voluntary and autonomous character- 
istics, 

If, as has been suggested by authorita- 
tive spokesmen of Muintir na Tire, these con- 
templated administrative powers are to cover 
such widely different lool ana as public 
assistance, old age pensions, road improve- 
ment and drainage schemes, it is not easy to 
see how their operations can remain alto- 
IEA voluntary and free of official control. 

hile possibilities of practical compromise 
on that point cannot be ruled. out, it seems 
to be evident—for reasons assigned in earlier 
issues of the /rish Times—that such com- 
promises will call for delicate and difficult 
negotiations. " 


RURAL INTERESTS 


SUPREME 


Touching upon possible relationships be- 
tween rural and urban parish organisations, 
Father Hayes recognised that he was on diffi- 
cult ground. Broadly, however, he seemed 
to favour the idea of guilds and council in 
city and town parishes, but only on the condi- 
tion that nothing should be allowed to com- 
promise the primary and fundamental aim of 
Muintir na Tire as “a rural organisation 
having for its object .the spiritual, social 
and economic betterment of the rural people 
of Ireland.” 


ORANGEMEN’S RESPONSE 


Again, and yet again, came pleas for the 
cultivation of “ Christian charity, civic spirit. 


self-reliance, co-operation, harmony and 
peace,” and repeated declarations that 
“‘imposed statutory councils mean the 


destruction of civic spirit and self-reliance, 
and the introdaction of political and class 
wartare.”’ By preaching such doctrines he 
had captured the imagination of meetings of 
Antrim Orangemen, Eight years’ experience 
of their fraternity in Liverpool had convinced 
him of their sterling qualities. He looked 
forward to an early opportunity to expound 
Muintir na Tire doctrines from the platform 
of the Ulster Hall!

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PROBLEM OF ROAD 
SAFETY 


THE CASUALTIES 
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There was grave danger that in the stress 
of the present times the problem of road 
safety, which remains unsolved, may not 
et the degree of attention which it calls 
or, says a statement issued by the “‘ Safety 
First” Association of Ireland, 
During the six months ended June 30, 
1940, there were ninety persons killed and 
1,684 injured in Eire as the result of road 
traffic accidents; but, unfortunately, that was 
something which occasioned little public 
concern. The Association took a serious 
view of the situation, and felt strongly that 
the road safety campaign should not only 
be continued, but intensified. 
The Association again stressed the need 
for greater road discipline and the more 
rigid application’ of the road traffic regula- 
tions. It ed the greatest value to the 
lectures on road safet ie in the schools 
by officers of the Garda Siochana, and hoped 
that these lectures would be extended to all 
urban schools, both ogee and secondary. 
The Association also felt that there was 
still much that could be done in the interests 
of road usets by the local authorities 
throughout the State, and that ample funds 
should be made available for road improve- 
ments and the proper marking of dangerous 
bends and corners. 
On roads subject to restricted lighting 
there was need for the provision of ample 
aids to movement, such as the placing of 
hurricane lanterns in the vicinity of obstruc-
